some points that were never tested before, can
withstand all tho banging that forts or vessels
eau give them

Thcro Is no doubt that many of tho officers
of the navy have east iron prejudices against
the lrou clad Monitors The correspondent of
the Baltimore American hints plainly that this
prejudice (against craft that havu no cxpadtt
cd quarter deck, and not very luxurious cabliu
accommodations,) had much to do with tho
failure to renew tho attack on Fort Sumter.
Wc can hardly believe that our officers would
allow prejudice to deter them from maktug full
use of the Instruments put Into their bauds by
their Government That would be treason
most foul

Tho truth Is that, Judging from the accounts
given by the rebels as well as those of "our own
correspondents," tho Iron fleet Buffered less
than might have been reasonably expected
Tbc experiment enabled us to remedy the de-

fects in our fleet and It revealed to us the
strength of the enemy works.
